Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner and the applicant discussed various issues present in 
the case that have arisen as a result of the applicants amendment dated 5/09/03 to insert the limitation "at room 
temperature and in the absence of an applied electric potential" into the independent claims. It is unclear to the 
examiner that the applicant had support in the specification for the limitation "in the absence of an aplied electric 
potential. The examiner and the applicant both carefully examined the specification], a discussed whether example 1 of 
the instant specification provides implicit suppot for this limitation, as it recites a method for doping CdS, CdSe, and 
ZnO semiconductor nanocrystals via the electron charge transfer method, wherein the applicant on page 6 of the 
specification disclsoes that the nanocrystals can be doped chemically by using a reducing agent, or doping by light 
induced electron transfer. It is not clear from the specification whether this light induced electron transfer would 
generate enough electron transfer as to be considered as the application of an applied electric potential, thus, no 
implicit support for the limitation "in the absence of an applied electric potential" appears to be present. With respect ot 
the room temperature requirement, example 1 discusses figure 3 of the instant application, wherein the IR properties of 
doped semiconductor nanocrystals formed by the electron transfer method are measured at room temperature. Thus, it 
appears that the applicants example provides support for the limitation "at room temperature." The applicant's 
representative was informed that if implicit support for the limitation "in the absence of an applied electric potential is is 
present in the case, explicit support must be placed in the specification, as any negative limitation must have explicit 
support as required by the MPEP. 

The applicant's representative and the examiner then discussed whether the applicant's specification was enabling for 
all semiconductor nanocrystals, or simply CdSe, CdS, and ZnO. From figure 3, it is the examiner contention that the 
applicants specification only provides enablement for semiconductor nanocrystals that are doped at room temperature 
and in the absence of an applied electric potential when those semiconductors are CdS, CdSe, or ZnO respectfully. 
This is in light of the insert in claim 3, wherein the applicants elucidate the time in which the semiconductor 
nanocrystals remain doped at room temperature in the absence of an applied electric potential. It is clearly shown that 
the length of time that these nanocrystals are doped is dependent on the material. Thus, some doubt is raised as 
whether every semiconductor nanocrystal is capable of exhibiting a quantum confined doped state at room 
temperature and in the absence of an applied electric potential. Further, questions arose as to whether these crystals 
"remain" in a quntum confined state, as it seems clear from figure 3 that the crystals return to an undoped state over 
time. The applicant's representative agreed that this issue was present and informed the examiner that they would take 
a close look at the specification and contact the examiner at a later date to discuss this issue. 

No definitive agreement as to patentability was reached during this interview. 
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
